this slate of things is not lo bo found in any 
peculiarities of the Itussiau peasant's charac- 
ter, though 'it .freiiuenlly prompts him to 
misunchia liberty, but cLicily. in Iho un- 
favorable position in which ho. has been 
placed by the new system ot administration, 
which makes him dependent on the coin- 
mime and on n number of officials whom he 
is obliged to pay out of his own pocket. 
The rural comnmno has unlimited power 
over lx>th tho person aud the property of 
the peasant, so that he basin reality only 
changed hi:; master, ami his present do- 
pendeuco oil tha conimuuo is not much 
belter than his former ttato of serfage. 
• * • Ho is bound to pay a fixed sum lo 
his former master as redemption money 
for tho hou.so in which he lives and the laud 
on which it stands. This, lo n certain ex. 
lent, 
restricts hTs 
freedom ot action, 


but it is rendered quito illusory by tho cir- 
cumstance that tho land which ho cultivates 
for himself and his family, and for which he 
must pay, is not his own, but tho property 
of tho couimmig,wLich may dispose of it at 
ploasuro. Thus Ivan, after devoling all his 
care.to the cultivation of a piece of land al- 
lotted to him, may find it in Ibo following 
year transferred by tho commuae to another 
peasant, while ho himself gels in exchange a 
field which is perhaps not so well situated, 
or negligently cultivated. 
Nor is this all. 


The commune is responsible for payments 
duo from the peasants; and if any of these 
fall into an-ear through the insufficiency of 
the means of tho poorer members, those 
v»ho are lielloroff havo to make up the de- 
ficiency, itUing which the coiumuno seize* 
their horses and cows. 
Another re.striclion 


on tho personal liberty of the peasant in 
Itussia is the right of the 
commune lo 


rtfuse him n pass when ho wishes to seek 
service away from his village. The grant 
of lh»so passes often depends on tho arbi- 
trary will of a dork, who refuses it from 
motives of penonal hostility or requires a 
bribo beforo he will give it. 
It vrry often 


happens that peasants who havo obtained 
passes for St. Petersburg or Moscow ara 
called back for Born* trifling reason, and if 
they refuM to ntnrxi they are taken back 
by the police like common criminals, with- 
out oven being given tho opportunity of 
winding up their business in th* town. 
Such are the circumstances— without 
the 


alifjhtost security for the produce of one'i 
tabor, and in coMtast fear of what the next 
day may bring forth— It which not hun- 
dreds or thousands, hut millions of people 
live in Itussia.

H recites tt&t tha general interest of hu- 
manity and commerce demand the cessa- 
tion ot th« straggle which baa been waged 
in Cuba seven years. The United States are 
great sufferer*, but are unwilling to act 
without the concurrence of tho other powers 
including Spain. Tha continuation of the 
.attempt to govern Cuba from Madrid will be 
•fatal to the hopes of the restoration of peace. 
.NeTerthelcsa Cuba belongs to Spain, aud a 
rgrut share of tho population* h opposed to 
. a separation. In these circumstances the 
solution of the question might bo found, in 
• eetabaiahing a confederation in tho Wtst In- 
• dies rMembling the Canadian. 
Cuba and 
,1'orto ICeo might be constituted'!*confeder- 
ation, with local independent rights and a 
governor general appointed by Spain.

A THHIIJiIftO WAR INCIDENT. 


DIIEI, I1STWFEH FTDERAI, AND COSFKDKR- 


ATE8OOUI COMMASDER8. 
On Ihn IDlhday of Jane, 1SC.1,1 witnessed 


a duel between a Captain Jonta. command- 
ing a Federal scout, and Captain Fry, com- 
manding a rebel scont, in Orecno rotiDly, 
East Tennessee. Then two men had been 
fighting each oth'r for "is Eocths, Tsilh tho 
fortunes of battle in favor of ono and then 
tha other. Their commands were camped 
on either ride ot I.ick creek, * large tind 
aluggiah stream, too .deep lo ford and too 
shallow for a ferry boat; bnt there a bridge 
spanned the stream for tbe convenience of 
the traveling public. Fjtch of them guarded 
this bridge, that communication should go 
neither north not ROnth, i\s tbo railroad 
track had been broken lip months before. 
After tghting each other for several months 
and contmting the point M to which should 
hold the bridro, they agreed to light » duel, 
tbe conqueror to hold tho bridge undisputed 
for the time being. Jones gave tho chal- 
lenge, and Fry accepted. Tho terms were 
that they Blionld light with na?y p'uM* at 
twenty ynrds apart, deliberately walking to- 
ward e»ch olh« and firing until the lust 
chamber o! thoir pistols was discharged, 
unlms one or the other fell before all the 
discharge* ret* made. The; choso their 
fecond*, and agreed upon a rebel >nrg«OB 
(Mhe WM Ihe only one in either command) 
to attend them in cam of rkngn. Jones 
WM oert»ialy t One-looking fellow, wrth 
light bait and bin* eyo«, five feet ten Inches 
in height, took ing every inch the military 
chiefuin.
